Believed Villa and Zapata 
Are Prepared to Receive 
Favorably Joint Appeal of 
Two Americas.

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SITUATION AT BORDER - 
AND VERA CRUZ QUIET 


President Wilson Hears Re- 

ports on Conditions, and 
Believes Matter Is Now 
Well Under Control. 


Washineton, August 12.—-President 
Wilson returned from New Hamp- 
shire today and was given a compre- 
hensive account of the Mexican situa- 
tion in all is phases by Secretary Lan- 


sing. 

The secretary told the president that 
official reports « indicated that the 
situation in the vicinity of Browns- 
ville was of a local character and 
that quiet prevailed at Vera Cruz, 
where there had been anti-foreign 
demonstrations. He outlined in detail 
the discussion of peace plans by the 
Latin-American diplomats at the New 
York conference yesterday. 

Both the president and Secretary 
Lansing were inclined to view the 
sending of battleships to Mexican wa- 
ters and more federal troops to the 

' Texas border as sufficient precaution- 
ary measures. They devoted. most of 
their time to discussing the inter- 
American plan on which they pin their 
hopes for an early restoration of 
peace. 

Appeal Not Yet Sent. 

An appeal to the factions has not 
been sent, although signed by Secre- 
tary Lansing and the ambassadors and 
ministers of the six Central and South 


American governments participating 
in the conference. As soon as a list 
of chiefs, generals and governors is 
compiled the appeal will be telegraph- 
ed to every part of Mexico. 

On the eve of this action came the 
announcement from the Villa agency 
here tonight that General Carranza 
had refused to permit a peace conference 
between his representatives here and 
those of Villa. Enrique Llorente, Villa’s 
Washington representative, gave out 
letters that had passed between him- 
self and Eliseo Arredondo, the Car- 
ranza representative here. Llorente 
began the correspondence after ob- 
, serving in the press that Charles A. 
Douglas, counsel for Carranza, had 
filed a brief with the state department 
calling attention to the presence in 
Washington of Luis Cabrera and Eli- 
seo Arredondo as Carranza represen- 
tatives, saying that “either or both of 
them, I am assured, will be glad to 
confer with any element of the Mexi- 
can people with a view to furthering 
the common interest and the peace and 
welfare of. the nation.” 

Turned Down by Carranza. 


then felegraphed 
Villa, and was instructed to begin a 
discussion of peace terms. Arredondo 
replied that he would refer the matter 
to Carranza, whose response today came 
in instructions to Arredondo not to 
enter into negotiations. 

Secretary Lansing revealed today 
that General Villa-recently had inform- 
ed the state department that he was 
willing to sign an armistice for three 
months or longer, during which a peace 
conference might be held. Indications 
are that the Villa and Zapata elements 
are preparing to receive Pv orably the 
joint American appeal. hey already 
are Planning the peace conference. 

General Carranza’s displeasure over 
the new turn of events does not alter 
the feeling of optimism among officials 
and diplomats, who declare unwar- 
ranted the inference that an attempt 
is to be made to invade Mexico's sover- 
eignty. 

The reply of the minister for foreign 
affairs of Argentina to General Car- 
ranza, issued by the Carranza agency 
here, in which it was stated that the 
Pan-American countries specifically 
understand at the outset of their con- 
ference that there was to be no im- 
pairment of Mexico’s sovereignty rep- 
resents the view of the United States, 
whose present effort, it was officially 
stated today, is to obtain peace without 
resort to force 4 interference in Mex- 
ican ,internal affairs 3 

The appeal addressed by the seven 
governments will be made public in a 
day or two. It takes the form of an 
inquiry to determine which faction or 
element is willing to rehabilitate the 
nation’s sovereignty. Those elements 
which respond will be considered as 
exponents of national patriotism in 
Mexico, while those who do not will 
be ignored.

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FOSTER SHOT DOWN 
BY NICK JOHNSON 
AFTER CARD GAN 


Former Star Baseball Play- 
er of University of Georgia 
Died at Local Hospital 
Thursday Afternoon. 


SHOT TWICE, FOSTER 
DISARMS HIS SLAYER 


Quarrel Started When John- 

son, Who Was Loser, Re- 
fused to Sign Check for 
Amount He Owed Other 
Players. 


Stewart Flovd Foster, Madison, Ga., 
popular in social and business circles 
of the state and one of the star ath- 
letes of the University of Georgia, died 
at St. Joseph’s infirmary yesterday 
afternoon from a pistol in- 
flicted by Nick Johnson at the close of 
a card game near Swords, Ga., early 
Thursday morning. At the death bed 
were his father, Judge F. C. Foster, 
who is a member of the present legis- 
lature and ex-judge of the Ocmulgee 
circuit: his brother, Albert Foster, and 
several Atlanta friends. The body was 
removed to Barclay & Brandon's chap- 
el and will be taken to Madison this 
morning for funeral and_ interment. 
Johnson, who fled after the shooting, 
had not been apprehended, according 
to latest reports. 

Floyd Foster, together with 
friends, had been camping on the Oco- 
river on the McCree place about 
miles from Swords when the 
shooting occurred. According to wit- 
nesses, a card game broke up soon 
after midnight, when Nick Johnson, of 
Rutledge, a heavy loser, refused to 
sign a check for the amount owed. As 
the argument continued, Johnson re- 
tired to a dark room adjoining, refus- 
ing to pay his oblisation and cursing, 
it is claimed. Foster, stung by John- 
son’s remark, it is said, walked toward 
the door, dragging 2 chair and telling 
Johnson that he would not stand for 
the remarks passed. 

Lets Slayer Escape. 

Seizing from the table the pistol of 
C. E. Mitchem, a member of the party, 
Johnson shot Foster twice, one bali en- 
tering the body beneath the heart, 
and the other grazing the left 
der. Nevertheless, Foster, who was a 
giant in size, entered the room where 
Tohnson was standing, took the gun 
from him and told him to leave, as he 
did not wish to be in the presence of 
such a coward. 

In a dving staten it 
infirmary at 2:30 o'clock, Foster said: 

“When Johnson applied a vile epithet 
to me I started to the door, saying that 
I would not stand for such language. 
Quickly, as he shot me, I approached 
him and wrenched his gun from him 
As he kneeled before me pleading for 
his life, I ordered him to leave, as I 
did not want him in my presence. 
thermore, I told him I would not take 
advantage even of a coward in the 
dark, as he had in my case.” 

Foster was conscious till the hour 
of his death and calmly gave directions 
to physicians, relatives and friends 
concerning evidence for the future trial

No trace of Johnson has been found 
after he’ hurriedly left the house on 
the river bank where the shooting oc- 
curred. Foster’s companions could not 
aid investigating officers in this re- 
spect, as they were busily engaged 
rendering aid to the wounded man and 
obtaining telephone communication 
with his family in Madison.

Since graduating Mr. Foster had en- 
gaged in the cotton business. For five 
years he was manager of the compress 
at Athens, but for the last two vears 
he had been a cotton buyer, making 
his home in Madison. He married Mrs. 
Mary Thomas Hodgson, of Athens, who 
also died in St. Joseph's infirmary a 
year ago last June.

Well-Kept Graves in the Grain |

Acy-En-Multien, Department of the 
Oise, France.—(Correspondence of the 
Associated Press.)—Since the 14th of 
July, in many of the smiling fields 
of the “Isle of France,” fresh, tri-col- 
ored flags have thrust their standards 
proudly above the browning stalks of 
ripe wheat. On almost every sunny 
hillside, in almost every valley between 
the Marne and the Aisne, in the grow- 
ing barley, the alfalfa, the clover; at 
the roadside; in clusters under fruit 
trees, the red, white and blue of France 
like a more vital fleur-de-lys, pale the 
poppies and daisies and corn flowers 
that sprinkle growing grain. 

For here, ten months gone, the bat- 
tle of the Marne was fought, and here, 
today, the fields are sown with graves,

BRITTAIN OFFERS PLAN 
T0 SAVE GITY MONEY 


Wants Citizens to Have Grade 


Established Before They 
Improve Property. 


Karl Brittain, assistant chief of con- 
struction, has outlined to the general 
council claims committee a plan for 
taking care of a certain class of street 
and sidewalk improvements that he 
says will mean a saving to the city of 
$20,000 or more annually. 

The proposition in question is to se- 
cure by ordinance or by charter amend- 
ment authority for general council to 
force all property owners making im- 
provements to first secure from the city 
constrction department a permit and to 
have the grade established in front of 
their property before any improvements 
are made. 

It is proposed that after such a course 
has been followed the city shall not be 
liable for any property damage in lay- 
ing sidewalks and pavements on the 
Streets. 

In many cases retaining walls are 
built by property owners which do not 
conform with the city’s grade. Later 
the street is laid on the grade and exca- 
vations and fills are made wihch ne- 
cessitate considerable expense in wun- 
‘derpinning or raising walls. This ex- 
pense has always been borne by the 
city, and during the past few years it 
{has become one of the biggest expenses 
lof the construction department, aggre- 
gating about $20,000 annually. 

If the property owners were reé- 
‘quired to build and make improve- 
‘ments to conform with the grade, these 
lexpenses could -be eliminated and, 
where further improvements were 
‘made, the property owners, and not the 
city, would be held responsible. 

Members of the claims committee look 
with favor on the plan, and if they are 
not able to secure the authority by 
ordinance, they will at least seek the 
passage of a charter amendment em- 
ipowering general council to adopt such 
la system.

COTION AS CONTRABAND. 

If England carries out her threat, em- 
phasized in the demands of certain promi- 
nent interests in that country, to put cotton 
on the list of contraband of war, she will 
have put an injury and an affront upon the 
south that will not soon be forgotten. 

It is more than _ significant that the 
London meefong at which the demand was 
made for the classification of cotton as con- 
traband was presided over by Sir Charles 
Macara, president of the Master Cotton 
Spinners’ association of Great Britain. Was 
this premeditated or accidental? Certainly 


‘it is to the financial interest of the associa- 


tion which Mr. Macara heads to put every 
possible obstacle in the way of the advance- 
ment of the price of cotton. If the declara- 
tion of contraband will depress cotton still 
more than has already been done by the 
British blockade of neutral European ports 
the association of master spinners would 


naturally welcome it, because their interest, 


lies in getting the staple at the lowest 
possible price. 

Great Britain could not. have made it 
more apparently clear that she is trying to 
get our cotton at low prices brought about 
by her own unlawful! acts, if she had an- 
nounced beforehand that it was @ case of 
opportunity, and that she proposed to de- 
press prices to the utmost. She might just 
as well have said at the outset that she was 
trving to buy what cotton she wanted with- 
out paying the true market- price for it. 
The effect of her policy has already been 
to pile up in that country until 
England now has a surplus stock, and a 
little more will make it a drug on the mar- 
ket there, while compelling us to hold it 
here under much the same conditions. 

There no possible justification for 
making contraband out of cotton, any more 
than there has been for shutting it out of 
neutral European ports. The effort will be 
made to base it upon the now well circu- 
lated story that Germany desires it solely 
for the purpose of making explosives. As 
to this there is grave doubt. We have been 
informed that Germany had 50,000 bales of 
cotton on hand, all she could possibly use 
for the next two or three years in the man- 
ufacture of explosives. On the other hand, 
England is trying to make it appear that 
this is Germany's sole need for cotton, and 
England seems to have gotten that idea 
pretty well circulated when, as a matter of 
fact, there is probably very little real foun- 
dation fer it. 

If England goes to the extent of declar- 
ine cotton contraband she will have a great 
deal of explaining to do. She will not only 
have to justify.the act in itself, but she 
will have to show wherefore and why she 
took extreme and illegal steps to depress 
the price of an American product of which 
she is one of the largest foreign consumers.

NOT THE WAY TO DO IT. 

The Mississippi proposal to pass a law 
absolutely prohibiting the production of 
cotton during the year 1916 is’ not the 
proper method of solving the cotton prob- 
lem. H. H. Castell, one of Mississippi's 
state senators, announces that he will in- 
troduce the bill, and expresses confidence 
that it will have stromg backing. 

We cannot believe that any one of the 
cotton states would go to the extreme of 
putting a legal prohibition upon useful and 
essential production. Cotton a natural 
southern crop; the south must produce it. No 
afford to go on record as prohibit-

ing useful and natural production from the 


soil, any more than it can afford to say that 
a merchant shall not sell a particular article 
because abundant production may have tem- 
porarily lowered the price of it. 

Cotton. like any other product, is abso- 
lutely subject to the economic law of supply 
and demand. There is no way under the 
sun of escaping the effect of it. If we pro- 
duce a big crop it affects the price accord- 
ingly. If, for. any reason, the demand for 


| cotton is reduced, it is bound to have sim- 


ilar effect. 

With present crop prospects which should 
justify a good price for 1915 cotton, we are 
confronted by the peculiar situation of hav- 
ing a world demand that would hold the 
price up were it not for artificial conditions 
that promise, unless remedied, to prevent 
us from getting a large portion of it to the 
market that is waiting for it. It is not 
overproduction with which the south has to 
contend this year, but the fact that we are 
illegally cut off by England’s unwarranted 
violation of international law from a market 
that would éasily take the crop surplus and 
thus maintain the price of the whole crop 
at a reasonable figure. 

There is nothing in this situation to 
justify any radical action such as putting 
prohibition upon production. There is some- 
thing abhorrent about trying to correct a 
natural law by a man-made law, and a pro- 
hibition of production,could be construed 
in no other way. 

The problem with which the south has to 
deal is purely a business one, and we have 
zgot to approach and handle it in a business 
way. To seek to suppress producfion by law 
would be depart from fixed and well- 
known principles. The south 
not and never will be so put to it that it 
will have to seek to subvert natural laws 
by passing legislation to overcome them. 

The cotton planter of the south has been 
told time and again how to overcome condi- 
tions which threaten the price of his prod- 
uct. This year, more than ever before, he 
has followed that advice and made foods. 
From a food standpoint, the southern farmer 
is in a better position than ever to hold his 
cotton for the best market price. There is 
plenty of money available for reasonable 
Icans and the only thing he really has to 
worry about is the English blockade of 
neutral ‘ports. 

The whole south, in fact, the entire 
United States, are working now to have 
this blockade lifted. If we succeed, as we 
hope to do, the market will be clear and 
cotton will bring a good price. If we do 
not, certainly the proposal! to prohibit pro- 
duction next vear will accomplish nothing. 

The only effect of the Mississippi plan 
would be to deprive some producers of 
their means of livelihood and at the same 
time enhance the opportunities of those in 
other states for profiting by their inability 
to make a crop. 

We should deal with our cotton problem 
in a business way and not by trying to 
restrict production by wholly artificial and 
ineffective means.

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PROHIS ARE SPLIT 
ON “DRY” MEASURES 


Breach Widened by Failure 
of Extreme Faction to In- 
vite Fullbright to Their 


Last Caucus. 


Indications on Thursday were that 
the prohibitionists, in their efforts to 
advance their cause, succeeded largely 
in further muddling the muddle which 
they created on Wednesday by their 
alleged illegal adjournment of the 
house without passing the appropria- 
tions billin order toforce an extraor- 
dinary session, “at which they hope 
to pass their prohibition measures. 

Thursday showed the three follow- 
ing developments: 

A split in:the ranks of the prohibi- 
tion wing of the general assembly, the 
“radicals” standing for the passage of 
the drastic. Anti-Saloon league bills, 
while the “conservatives” are standing 
for the passage of the Fullbright sub- 
stitutes, which they claim wil! evade 
all question of unconstitutionality 
which might be likely to arise in the 
passage of the Anti-Saloon league 
measures. 

Want Session in September. 

A strong effort on the part of the 
“radicals” to get’ Governor Harris to 
Set the extraordinary session for Sep- 
tember, instead of December, the latter 
being his announced intention. 

The prospects of. another filibuster 
for an indefinite length of time, 
should the governor include in his call 
for an extraordinary session the con- 
sideration of prohibition measures. 

With their end of forcing an extra 
session accomplished, the foregoing 
a@re several of the problems which re- 
main to be worked out by the “prohis” 
before it would appear that the laurels 
of victory will:abide with them. 

The history of the split in the pro- 
hibition wing is substantially as fol- 
lows: 

When it became apparent; several 
weeks ago, that it would be necessary 
for the prohibitionists to exercise con- 
certed and organized action, Eugene 
Callaway, T. B. Felder, Congressman 
William Schley Howard and W. Woods 
White approached Henry J. Fullbright, 
representative from Burke county, 
who was chairman of the house ap- 
propriations committee, and asked him 
to take the leadership of the prohibi- 
tionists in the house. Mr. Fullbright, 
Who was undoubtedly the strongest 
man the “prohis’” could have picked 
to lead their fight, finally agreed to 
take the leadership and was subse- 
quently formally elected floor leader. 


New Leaders. 


When the fight had progressed for 
feveral days the prohibition wing began 
to develop other “leaders” who had not 
been elected. There was also, it is said, 
considerable official “advice” to Mr. 
Fullbright as to what he should do 
about the drastic Anti-Saloon league 
measures. Presently, when the other 
“leaders” of the _ prohibitien wing 
began to turn the appropriations 
bill into munitions of war, Mr. Full- 
bright, chairman of the appropriations 
committee, who had been making a 
considerable fight for the protection of 
the state’s interests in the Passage of 
the appropriations bill, balked. and when 
it became apparent last Wednesday that 
the “prohis” were well bent upon the 
defeat of the appropriations will, -Mr. 
Fullbright spoke out in meetin’, charg- 
ing his erstwhile colleagues, the now 
“fanatical wing,” with ruining their 
Own prospects and with throttling leg- 
islation. 

The plan of the prohibitionists to de- 
feat the appropriations bill, the fight 
upon Which was also in effect a fight 
upon Mr. Fullbright, was laid at a meet- 
ing held on Tuesday night, and to which 
Mr. Fullbright was not invited. 

This was the first real rift in the lute 
whichis responsible for the present dis- 
cord. 

Mr. Fullbright and his followers had 
held the Anti-Saloon league measures 
im some disfavor on account of their 
belief that they are so drastic that they 
might not be constitutional if passed. 

When the line-up favoring the Anti- 
Saloon league measures went dead 
against Mr. Fullbright Tuesday night 
by excluding him from their caucus- 
planning in the defeat of the appropria- 
tions bill and subsequently carrying 
out that program, the split was com- 
plete. 

Leaders of Conservation. 

The “conservative” wing in the house 
is now led by Mr. Fullbright, while 
Senator W. J. Kakes looms as the leader 
in the senate. ; 

The leadership of the “radicals” seems 
to lie between Judge H. W. Hopkins, 
of Thomas, and Mr, Dorris, of Crisp. 

If prohibition is included in the call 
for the extra session, it appears that 
the prohibitionists must adjust these 
differences before they can stand to- 
gether for winning a fight. 

Governor Harris has not yet inti- 
mated whether he will include prohi- 
bition in his call for an extra session. 
He has said that he might probably in- 
clude constitutional-“amendments in 
the call. Inasmuch as everything in 
an extra session must be de novo, the 
constitutional amendments provision, 
it is said, would leave the “prohis” a 


loophole in event prohibition measures | 


are not specified. Should the prohibi- 
tionists care to take advantage of this 
opportunity to submit prohibition anew 
to the vote of the people, it would like- 
ly settle the problem definitely. 
Anticipating that ‘Governor Harris 
will include prohibition in his call 
and that there will be a long filibuster 
upon the question, the “radicals” of 
the prohibition wing were Thursday 
urging Governor .Harris to set the ex- 
tra session for September instead of 
. December. The advantage in this*would 
be that of time to fight it out. The 
appropriations run from.

Washington, August 12.—Prelminary

_— BEING URGED 
OR BRITISH TROOPS 


London Papers Want Steel 
Helmets and Breast 
Plates Provided. 


London.—(Correspondence of the As- 
sociated Press.)—The London news- 
papers are urging upon the British 
government the advisability of adopt- 
ing the steel helmet, as well as some 
simple form of protective breast armor, 
for the troops in France and Flanders. 
France, Russia and Germany have ‘been 
experimenting aiong this line for some 
time, and France has recently definite- 
ly adopted a light steel helmet, sug- 
gesting in design the headpiece worn 
by men-at-arms six centuries ago. 

“One of the mosi remarkable fea- 

tures of this war,’ remarks The Times, 
“has been the return to older, if not 
to ancient, methods. The steel fort 
has been discredited and the earthwork 
justified; the| strength and direction 
of the wind has become a leading fac- 
tor once ag , aS it was in the days 
of bows a arrows, since aeroplanes 
‘are affected by the wind and gas at- 
tacks determined by it; hand grenades, 
bombs and catapults have assumed real 
importance. Finally, the question of 
armor for the fighting man himself 
has come up for consideration.” 
“he value of a light protective ar- 
‘mor is attested in several recent ar- 
ticles in the British medical journals. 
\Dr. Devraigne, a French army sur- 
'geon, discusses in The Lancet the re- 
sult of his tests of the new French 
‘helmet and gives it, his unqualiified in- 
'dorsement. “The soldier who 
'&® helmet,” he says, “escaped light 
/wounds of the head and even wounds 
‘that would in ordinary circumstances 
‘have been severe are greatly miti- 
' gated. The helmet frequently turns 
|;otf the bullet, in other cases dents or 
stops it, while in other cases it ig 
'perforated, but acts as a heavy drag 
upon the force of the projectile so that 
hair and dirt are not driven into the 
tissues of the head.” 

Dr. A. J. Hewitt, chief surgeon of the 
warship Pagasus in her fight with the 
' Koenigsberg, writes in The Journal 
of the Royal Medical Service urging the 
‘adoption of some kind of protective ar- 
mor by the navy. One of the remark- 
able features of the wounds which came 
,;under his. observation, he says, was 
;the smaller pe netrating power of the 
fragments of projectiles in open spaces 
like the upper deck. The danger zone 
so far as life was concerned seemed to 
‘be confined to a small area around the 
‘bursting space, and though the inital 
‘velocity of the fragments seemed to 
,|be very great it diminished rapidly, 
perhaps owing to their irregular shape. 

‘““One seaman,” writes Dr. Hewitt, 
“had his right arm so shattered that 
‘complete amputation was necessary, 
‘but a fragment of the same shell hit 
the brass buckle of his belt, breaking 
.it but not even bruising the abdomen. 
Small fragments were also the cause of 
the loss of four éyes, but I am of the 
‘opinion that a pair of motor goggles 
‘would have saved all these. A case 
of injury to the jugular vein caused 
,. by a minute particle of shell probably 
could have been stopped by a linen 
; collar. 

“In my opinion a coat of light chain 
armor, or even leather, with a pair of 
goggles made from toughened motor 
'secreen glass, would be invaluable to 
‘captains of destroyers, navigators, and 
others in exposed, positions who are 
likely to encounter ships armed with 
similar guns.” 

Dr. Delorme, medical inspector gener- 
‘al of the French army, believes that 
‘protective armor would cause a mark- 
‘ed decrease in the large number of 
minor wounds which have serious re- 
‘sults owing to the development of in- 
'fection. “It is infection through hair, 
‘shreds of headgear, soiled bullets ir- 
regular dressings, etc.,’” he says, “that 
‘makes minor head lesions so dangerous 
‘and causes a mortality varying from 
15 to 57 per cent.”

Berlin.—The director of one of the 
largest boys’ high schools in Germany, 
Dr. Heeren, writes from the trenches 
before Rheims that he believes the war 
will cause a complete change 
course of studies for boys in schools 
of the grammar and high 
classes. 

“Physical training will have a larger 
part in education,” Dr. Heeren be- 
lieves. “School gymnastics of the acro- 
batic variety will be abolished, and 
runs will be prac- 
ticed in order to dev elop the lungs and 
heart, which this war has shown are 
the weak points of our young man- 
hood. 

“In the class room there will be less 
dogma and more religion. History 
teaching willaimto arouse enthusiasm 
for great personalities.

RUSSIANS SUCCEED 
IN CHECKING RUSH 
UF GERMAN ARMIES 


Czar’s Forces Are Fighting 
Hard to Hold Kovno and 
Vilna, and Claim to Have 
Repulsed All Attacks. 


VON HINDENBURG LEADS 


GERMANS AGAINST KOVNO :

Kaiser’s General Staff At- 

-taches Great Importance to 
This Operation—Germans 
Driven in Riga District. 


London, ‘August 13.—Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg has taken personal 
command of the German army attack- 
ing Kovno, and, according to tonight's 
German official report, has gained new 
successes against the Russians in that 
region. The selection of Germany's na- 
tional hero for the duty of capturing 
Kovno, which stands between the Ger- 
mans and Vilna and the Warsaw- 
Petrograd railway, indicates the impor- 
tance the German general staff at- 
taches to this operation. 


KOVNO AND VILNA 
STOUTLY DEFENDED. 


that the civilians had com- 
menced to evacuate Kovno as well as 
Vilna had led to the belief in many 
quarters that the Russians either had 
decided to give themupor had no hope 
of holding these points. Now, however, 
they are fighting hard to retain both 
cities, and Petrograd claims the Rus- 
sians have repulsed German attacks, 
except at a point where a desperate 
artillery engagement is in progress. 
Farther north between Poniewesch and 
Ivinsk, where General von Buelow a 
week ago was advancing rapidly to- 
ward the railway, the Germans 4ap- 
parently have suffered a setback, for 
the Russians now speak of pressing 
them, and declare they have reoccupied 
Toviny, considerably west of the points 
to which the Germans had penetrated. 

South of Riga also the Germans are 
said to be doing little more than hold- 
ing their own, so the talked-of advance 
toward Petrograd seems to be develop- 
ing very slowly. = | 

On the other hand, the Germans con- 
tinue to drive the -Russians northeast 
and east of Warsaw, and with the cap- 
ture of Siedlice, are within a short dis- 
tance of the’ Bug river, one of the main 
supports of the Brest-Litovsk line, 
which it was believed the Russians 
originally intended to hold, but which 
the German offensive to the northeast 
may prevent. 


RUSSIANS HOLD 
VON MACKENSEN. | 


Field Marshal von Mackensen, who 
commands the Germans in the south- 
east, again is reported to have been held 
up by a Russian counter attack and it 
is declared in military circles that if 
he is not farther than he was a week 
ago, he certainly is not farther north. 

Military critics disagree as to the 
probable line on which 
Nicholas will stand, but most of them 
consider it hardly likely that he will 
try to hold the Brest-Litovsk front. 

The German crown prince continues 
trying to pierce the French line in the 
forest of the Argonne. He has had a 
few local successes, but his losses are 
declared heavy. The Germans also 
have attacked in -Artois, but without 
success, according to the French. 


GERMANS DRIVEN, 
RUSSIANS CLAIM. 


Petrograd, August 13.—(Via London.) 
The Russian war office tonight admits 
the evacuation of Sokolow, Siedice and 
Lukow, to the east of Warsaw, but 
claims that the Germans in the region 
of. Riga have been driven back and 
that near Kovno, under the 
of the Russians, they have abandoned 
their attack. 

The communication says: 

“In the region southeast of 
the Germans have been driven back 
by our troops beyond the River Aa. 
In the course of the enemy’s retreat 
we made prisoners. In the direction 
of Jacobstadt, Dvinsk and Vilkomir we 
also have continued to press the enemy, 
overcoming his desperate resistance. 

“In the Kovno district the Germans 
have temporarily abandoned their at- 
tack. An artillery engagement con- 
tinues, 

“On the front between the Narew 
and the Bug our counter attack, deliv- 
ered on the Lith, has helped our troops 
in the sector north of this front 
their retreat on the positions situated 
further back. 

“In the middle Vistula region, in con- 
formity with the exigencies of the gen- 
eral situation, we have evacuated So- 
kolow, sSiedlice and Lukow. 
e In general, on the front 
our troops are operating on 
bank of the Bug there was 
portant engagement.

HEAVY BLOWS 
FOR RUSSIANS. 


Austrian Headquarters, August 13.— 
(Via London.)——Despite the resistance 
the Russians are offering to the Aus- 
tro-German pressure on the northern 
and southern flanks, the Russian armies 
in Poland are steadily being jammed 
and crowded together into a Mass, 
whose orderly retreat is becoming 
more and more difficult. 

On the southern wing, where signs 
of breaking were observed in the bat- 
tling around Lubartow, the envelop- 
ine allied forces again have inflicted 
severe blows and driven the tussian 

guards in upon their main body. 
Prussian guard corps particu- 

y distinguished itself in the fight- 
ing in the difficult swamp and scrub 
country west of the Bug river. It has 
broken the most energetic Russian re- 
sistance in this region and accelerated 
Field Marshal von Mackensen's whole 
advance against Brest-Litovsk.

New Orleans, August 13.—Business 
conditions in Mexico City are more 
nearly normal than at any time in 
several .years, according to Carranza 
consular dispatches received here to- 
day frem Mexico City via Vera Cruz. 
General Pablo Gogzales, upon orders 
of General Carranza, the dispatches 
caida, loaned bankers and mercantile 
houses $2,500,000 giold in order to re- 
lieve the financial situation, and all 
banks and most of the business houses 
were open. 

The authorities daily are distribut- 
ing food to hundreds of citizens, and 
all organizations for the relief of the 
general public are working in perfect 
harmony, it was said. rovernor De 
Lara has purchased large quantities of 
food in the outlying districts, and the 
provisions are being forwarded to the 
city by the trainload.

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SPLIT TICKETS ARE VALID. 


The action of the interstate commerce 
commission in upholding the rights of pas- 
sengers to the enjoyment of the usual priv- 
ileges and conveniences offered by carriers, 
notwithstanding the fact that they are trav- 
eling on what is known as “split tickets,” 
will be a source of no little gratification to 
those who are accustomed to making even 
occasional trips between the south and 
the east. | 

When the Pennsylvania and Baltimore 
and Ohio railroads announced some months 
ago their refusal further to recognize the 
rights of passengers to check their baggage 
through to destination or to purchase 
through sleeping car accommodations on 
mileage or where part mileage was used, 
the decision and its carrying out were a 
source of no little annoyance and discom- 
fort to persons traveling through southern 
and eastern territory; and unsuccessful 
efforts were made to get them to withdraw 
the obnoxious ruling without the necessity 
of entering formal protest with the com- 
mission. Cae 

The Constitution took up the fight in 
behalf of the traveling public who were 
compelled either to forego the use of the 
cheaper form of ticket in the shape of 
mileage, or to submit to all sorts of incon- 
veniences such as rechecking baggage in 
. Washington with scant allowance of time 
in which to do it. They were put to the 
discomfort of hustling out of their seats 
with but a few minutes to spare to go and 
purchase parlor or sleeping car reserva- 
tions that might more easily and more con- 
veniently have been sold them at the points 
where they purchased their original tickets. 

The interstate commerce cé@mmission 
holds that these eastern roads must accept 
through baggage and through Pullman 
transportation regardless of whether the 
passenger is traveling on mileage or any 
other legal form of ticket. This is as it 
should be. The arbitrary and unreasonable 
rule which these roads sought to enforce 
was founded solely in their own conven- 
ience without regard to the comfort of the 
traveling public. It was sought*by this rule 
to force them to purchase the higher-priced 
combination ticket, or to forego the privi- 
leges which formerly in all such cases had 
been allowed. 

The interstate commerce commission 
will be widely commended for this decision. 
It is one in which business men and busi- 
ness organizations throughout the south 
are deeply interested. - It was through the 
representations of business organizations 
that the commission took hold of the prob- 
lem, and it has worked out the only rea- 
sonable and fair solution of it. 


CERTAINLY NOT. 

The Washington Post points out, in 
discussing the British blockade of neutral 
ports against non-contraband American 
commerce, that it is not a question of cot- 
ton alone with which the United States 
have to deal, but a great big broad ques- 
tion affecting the rights not only of this 
country, but of neutral nations the world 
over. In entering upon a discussion of the 
subject, The Post says: 


We notice in the discussion by 


press that some of the journals view 


the differences between Great Britain 
and the United States as affecting the 
cotton interests solely, and a few are 
attempting to dwarf the issue by as- 
sertinge that Great Britain is prepar- 
ing to buy all surplus cotton on the 
market. 

The Post is right in the assertion that it 


is not a question of any*single product; it 
is a matter of a great and important prin- 
ciple. Weeks ago, in discussing the English 
attitude, The Constitution took exactly that 
position. We pointed out that many 
products were affected, and that as a mat- 
ter of principle all of them had an equal 
right to the exercise of the good offices of 
the American government in seeking to ter- 
minate this unlawful blockade. 

At ‘the same time there is no denying 
the fact that from a financial standpoint the 


the | 
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cotton producers of the south are in the 
gravest danger as the result of the main- 
tenance of this blockade in violation of in- 
ternational law. They are dependent upon 
a free world market to get a fair price for 
their product which, with the beginning of 
the harvest season, moves quickly and is 
subject to fluctuation from the smallest 
passing breeze. 

It is for this reason—because the cotton 
harvest season is almost here—that atten- 
tion has been more attracted to the effect 
of the blockade situation upon cotton than 
upon any other commodity. It is for this 
reason that more has naturally been said 
about it. Perhaps this has made it appear 
to some that there has been an effort to 
make a cotton question of it. 

But such really is not the case. There 
is not a cotton producer in the south but 
understands there is a great big principle 
involved, which is of more ultimate im- 
portance than his season’s crop. 

The very fact that that principle exists 
is the more reason why something should 
be done as speedily as possible to relieve 
those conditions which now promise to 
operate so disastrously. It is upon the 
principle that he bases his claim and not 
upon personal grounds. It is an inherent 
right whose enforcement he is seeking, and 
he realizes that it applies with equal force 
to every man in this country, regardless of 
the nature or the extent of the product in 
which he may be interested. \ 


RECORD FOR BUSINESS MEN. 


The New York World tells of the splen- 
did showing as to physical fitness made by 
1,000 business and professional men, now 
in camp at Plattsburg for military training. 

It is said that these men range in age 
from 23 to 63, the average being about 35 
years, and that “fully 900 would have passed 
the more rigorous tests given to men aver 
aging ten years younger who apply for en- 
listment in the regular army.”

athletic lives. They are patrons of outdoor 
sports; from desk and counter they seek 
the gymnasiums and golf courses for exer- 
cise, and a system of regular living con- 
tributes to their general healthfulness.

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CANNOT FIND AN ISSUE. 

With the tariff out of the way as the 
result of business conditions which find no 
conflict with it; with the trusts eliminated 
as a partisan issue because big business, 
for the most part, has accepted the dictates 
of the Sherman law and is conforming to 
its requirements; with the currency and 
banking question disposed of by’ a new 
system that has withstood the test of a 
world war, and placed this country in a po 
sition of financial strength it has never 
before known, The New York World aptly 
remarks that the republicans and progres- 
sives both are hard put to it to find an 
issue for the 1916 campaign. 

Truth is, there seems to be no demand 
whatever for the progressive upheaval. Pro- 
gressive leaders admit a sad lack of en- 
couragement so far as their socialistic prin- 
ciples are concerned; and neither they nor 
the republicans are getting any satisfaction 
out of developments to date regarding 
issues for the presidential campaign which 
is rapidly approaching. 

President’ Wilson has handled our dis- 
putes with the belligerent European nations 
so much to the satisfaction of the people 
generally, regardless of political inclina- 
tions, ‘that there is cold comfort in that 
direction for the opposition. An attack 
upon the president's policy in dealing with 
these situations would be tantamount to an 
attack upon the country itself, and tltgy 
know it. 

The same may be said with regard to 
the trouble in Mexico. President Wilson's 
summons to the representatives of the 
Latin-American republics, to come together 
in the effort to find a means of terminating 
intolerable conditions in that country, was 
a master stroke of political diplomacy. There 
is nothing in the Mexican situation upon 
which a partisan issue can possibly be 
based; besides, it may be settied long be- 
fore the next presidential «+ paign is at 
its height. 

President Wilson has 
hold of the problem of the national defense 
along lines which will meet the approval 
of the vast majority of the people of the 
country. He has proceeded conservatively 
and yet vigorously in dealing with all of the 
great problems which have arisen under his 
administration, and many more than the 
usual number of them have fallen to his lot. 
So ably and so satisfactorily has he handled 
these perplexing questions that, as The 
New York World sees it, the present na- 
tional political situation stands very much 
as follows: 


At present the opposition to Mr. Wil- 
son is sadly destitute of issues, the 
poverty of the republicans being no 
less wretched than the poverty of the 
progressives. That is why there is no 
discussion of principles at the bull 
moose inquest. A hearty and human 
desire to obtain the offices that other 
people are holding may be strong 
enough to sustain a party organiza- 
tion. It may be strong enough to 
tempt third party leaders who can see 
no hope for themselves in going it 
alone. But a national campaign re- 
quires something more for its success 
than an appetite for power and pat- 
ronage. 


As far as we can see now it looks ag if 


it will be a case of desire for the offices on | 


the part of the opposition. They will have 
alleged issues; they must have them or the 
public would not countenance them. ‘But 
their foundation fabric will be thin and 
sheer. It will conceal nothing of substance 
because it is not there.

The failure of the legislature of Georgia 
to appropriate the necessary maintenance 
fund for the continued successful operation 
of the Georgia School of Technology is a 
crime against the educational life of the state. 
Sometimes when an institution is in the ex- 
perimental state, when patronage upon it 
might lead to the question of its need, and 
when interest in it is lax, there is some ex- 
cuse for the state’s failure to support it. But 
when an institution stands out as rendering 
& service not enly to the state in which

and deserves the immediate investigative ac- | 


tion of the people of Georgia.

At the recent commencement exercises, 
Hon. J. J. Spalding, of Atlanta, In review of 
the curriculum and requirements of the 
school, commented that “a Tech graduate 
with diploma in hand proved that he could 
make good as far as brains were concerned: 
that he had only to go out and apply his 
knowledge.” 

“Initiative and the power to apply the 
knowtedge they have is what I recognize in 
the students of the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology,” said Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, now 
head of the Carnegie foundation, for twenty 
years president of the Boston School of Tech- 
nology, when he expressed his opinion of 
the Georgia Tech.

King & Spalding, attorneys for the 
North Georgia Mineral railway, on yes- 
terday returned their rejected ‘petition 
for a charter to Secretary of State Phil 
Cook and renewed their plea with him 
that he grant the charter.

His action, he set forth 
in his letter, was based upon the stat- 
ute passed by the recent general assem- 
bIy forbidding the construction of a 
railroad paralleling the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, it being the plan of 
the North Georgia Mineral railway to 
build such a line from Cartersville to 
Atlanta. 


Will Decline Request. 


Secretary Cook has not yet answered 
the attorneys upon their renewed peti- 
tion, and will not do so until he has 
conferred with the governor and tha 
attorney general. That he will decline 
the charter, however, is certain. Secre- 
tary Cook will take the position, inas- 
much as he is under oath to enforce the 
reas of Georgia, he cannot grant the 


requested Charter in the face of the new 
law. 

The returned petition and its rejec-
